Hell and Hades or Where Are The Dead? 


Text: Luke 16:23a, “And in hell he 
lifted up his eyes, being in torments.” 

Moffatt’s translation reads like this: 
“And as he was being tortured in Hades, 
he raised his eyes.” 

The Syriac reads thus: “And being 
tormented in hell, he raised his eyes afar 
off.” 

We are aware that the subject which 
we are going to discuss is one that is 
not so popular with many people today, 
yet we are convinced that few subjects 
are of greater importance in these last 
days of apostasy. In recent years we have 
seen the coming of a great many isms 
that have caused many to err from the 
faith once delivered to the _ saints. 
Among these are “Modernism,” 
“Russellism,” and ‘‘Adventism,” all of 
which center their attack on the doc- 
trine of a future punishment of the 
wicked in hell. It is not hard to under- 
stand why these, as well as some others, 
try to pervert the Scriptures and do away 
with an eternal hell. The subject is un- 
pleasant, hell is not an appealing thought, 
and one of the best ways to evade the 
matter is to assume that there is no such 
place, and that hell, as generally under- 
stood from the Scriptures, is a misinter- 
pretation and a mistake. But that does 
not do away with the matter. The best 
way to face the matter of hell is to seek 
out the truth and then the way of escape. 

Very often the things that are most 
unpopular are at the same time most 
important. Possibly we can all remember 
several operations that were performed 
on us in our youth. Father or mother 
were the chief operators and used the 
hickory or strap with regularity. It was 
always an unpopular operation, we 
thought, but now we look back and see 
the importance of those operations to our 
discipline and training. Many thousands 
of people have been caught in the nets 
of “Modernism,” “‘Russellism,” and ““Ad- 
ventism,” and most of them were mem- 
bers of some Christian church, who were 
misled. Of course there is a reason for 
this. As these people emphasize the doc- 
trine of annihilation and the teaching of 
No HELL and since many churches were 
not clear on this doctrine, they took ad- 
vantage of the people to emphasize these 
doctrines. Many people do not under- 
stand the doctrine of “the place of the 
dead” and they fall a prey to these false 
teachings. The difference between hell 
and Hades is not generally understood. 
To most people they mean the same 
thing, yet there is a vast difference be- 
tween them. 

What is Sheol or Hades 

Two words are used to describe the 
place of the dead, one in the Old and 
one in the New Testament. The Hebrew 
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word is SHEOL andthe Greek word 
so translated in the Greek New Tes- 
tament is HADES. The Lord Jesus 


Himself gave the most complete and 
clear picture of this terrible place, in 
Luke 16:19-31. Read it for yourself and 
I will comment on it to save space here 
for all the quotation. Now if you use a 
Revised or American Standard Version, 
you will notice that the word translated 
HELL in the King James Version is 
Hades in the Revised Version. That is 
as it should be. 


Now in this graphic description Jesus 
gave of Hades or the place of the dead, 
there are several things to be noted. First, 
you will see that it is divided into TWO 
sections, one place for the LOST and 
another for the SAINT. Between 
the two there is a great GULF fixed 
which no man can BRIDGE. HADES is 
a place where all the dead in the Old 
Testament went but the saved were sep- 
arated from the lost. The Scriptures re- 
veal SHEOL as a place of SORROW 
(2 Sam. 22:6; Psa. 18:5; 116:3) into 
which the wicked are turned and where 
they are fully CONSCIOUS, Isa. 14:9- 
17. What the BELLY of the great fish 
was to Jonah that SHEOL is to those 
who are therein. The SHEOL of the Old 
Testament and HADES of the New Tes- 
tament are identical. Here then is the 
picture, a place somewhere (the place 
we shall see later) divided into two sec- 
tions, one for the saved and one for the 
damned. 

First is a description of the place for 


side 


the lost. It is the place where the souls 
of the lost are kept from death to the 
last resurrection at the judgment of the 
great white throne. Jesus describes the 
place as a place of CONSCIOUSNESS. 
The rich man saw Lazarus and recognized 
him in “Abraham’s bosom.” Abraham 
said, “Son, remember,” calling his at- 
tention to the good things he had on the 
earth before death. Memory will haunt 
the lost FOREVER. This man knew 
what was going on in the world he had 
left. We next notice it was a place of 
TORMENT, OF PAIN. Think of that. 
A place of CONSCIOUS TORMENT 
and SUFFERING, and still more, there 
was no way of escape, for Abraham re- 
minds him of the fact that a gulf is 
there which no man can bridge or cross. 


Now let us look at the contrast of the 
other side of HADES. Let us here antic- 
ipate what will follow a little later. 
This picture of the place of the saved 
in HADES is the picture up to the 
cross. After that we shall that a 
change takes place in HADES, We see 
Abraham there and Lazarus in his bos- 
om. It was a place of rest. In the Old 
Testament their departure is spoken of 
as a GATHERING UNTO THEIR FA- 
THERS or FAMILIES or HE WAS 
GATHERED UNTO HIS PEOPLE. 
It was a place of SAFETY for we are 
told that ANGELS carried him into 
Abraham’s bosom. It was a place of 
COMFORT for we are told he was 
COMFORTED. These comforted people 
were so near the place of TORMENT 
that they could see each other and carry 
on a CONVERSATION the 
GULF. This then is the place that is 
called in the Scriptures PARADISi 1

and 
which was until Jesus DESCENDED in- 
to HADES the SAVED DIVISION of 
the place called HADES. 

CHANGE OCCURS IN HADES 

AFTER THE CROSS 

Now in the New Testament we find 
that a tremendous change takes place in 
HADES. The lost souls in the LOST 
DIVISION of HADES are unaffected 
by the CROSS. They remain in this place 
so that in Rev. 20 we find that they 
are still in HADES when DEATH and 
HADES shall give up the dead that 
are in them, but after the CROSS PARA- 
DISE (the place of the saved) is moved 
from HADES to HEAVEN. When Je- 
sus hung on the cross PARADISE was 
still in HADES. Luke 23:42,43 says, 
“And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remem- 
ber me when thou comest into thy king- 
dom. And Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, This day SHALT THOU 
BE WITH ME IN PARADISE.” Now

Yes, that will be a royal retreat, not a defeat, if you 
please, because the Church is not defeated when it makes its re- 
treat for after this retreat there shall be a return and that re- 
turn will be the return of Christ and His Church, a time when 
He shall come forth to conquer and shall pour forth His wrath 
upon the beast powers, which great and terrible battle will re- 
sult in the kingdom of God being established upon the earth.

Reports and Records Show Her Greatest Program Proving a Wonderful Blessing. 


Thousands and Tens of Thousands Are Weeping Their Way Through to Calvary, Becoming 
Sanctified and Filled With the Precious Holy Ghost. 


L ipenee the winter has been excep- 
tionally hard and unfavorable to 
revivals, large numbers have received the 
precious Baptism of the Holy Ghost. Re- 
vivals are now being conducted through- 
out all the country, and many are receiv- 
ing the blessings of salvation. There were 
3,459 converted for March alone, 1,356 
received the Holy Ghost. 

For the first six months there have 
been approximately 11,000 members 
added to the Church of God. Of course, 
the exclusions will reduce the total num- 
ber gained. 

The ministers are showing a nice gain 
in reporting, over the same periods of last 
year, but for ministers and members it 
takes constantly greater efforts and more 
preaching in order to get the people to 
God. 

FINANCE: Finance is still coming in 
good, and all the various departments of 
the Church show appreciable increase. 
The tithe of tithes is the barometer of 
the Church finance. In six months we 
received $31,453.74 compared with $28,- 
639.50, a gain of $2,814.24. 

AGED MINISTERS: Receipts are $6,- 
729.02, a gain of $1,412.92 over last year 
the same period. 

MISSIONS: Receipts the first six 
months show $4,427.93 increase over the 
same period last year. 

ORPHANAGE: The receipts the first 
six months, $10,194.30; a gain of $728.- 
02 over previous year. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE: Cash receipts 
for six months show $33,979.19, a gain 
of $2,995.05 over same period last year. 
The actual profits will be shown at the 
close of the year on the Publishing House, 


Lighted Pathway, Tennessee Music and 
Printing Company. We are showing here 
the cash receipts only. 


TENNESSEE MUSIC AND PRINT- 
ING COMPANY: Receipts first six 
months, $7,005.99; a gain of $556.19 
over same period last year. 


LIGHTED PATHWAY: Receipts $9,- 
108.54, which nearly doubles the same 
period last year, the gain being $4,428.39. 
The circulation of the Lighted Pathway 
last March was 16,500. This March it is 
28,000. This month the number has in- 
creased already to 32,000, I understand, 
so you can see the Young People’s En- 
deavor and many faithful lovers of this 
wonderful magazine have been working, 
and Sister Harrison, too, has been work- 
ing and smiling as the paper continually 
gains favor throughout the world. 

The Evangel circulation is constantly 
increasing. Last year for March the sub- 
scriptions were 8,073. This March the 
number is 9,166, an increase of 1,093, 
with a press run of 11,700. The subscrip- 
tions have more than doubled in the last 
four years. Let us, everyone, work faith- 
fully, continuously and most sincerely 
for our official organ of the Church, The 
Church of God Evangel. 

The total increase of monies sent to 
Headquarters for the various depart- 
ments, including the Bible Training 
School, aggregate approximately $20,- 
000.00 more than was sent in for the 
same period, of six months, of last year. 
You will please bear in mind the great- 
est amount of finance comes in to head- 
quarters during the special drives made 
at the conventions and camp meetings. 


It is marvelous the way God has blessed 
the Church in recent years. The member- 
ship is nearly three times what it was 
just ten years ago; the tithes then, hard- 
ly one-third of what it is now; mission 
money about one-fifteenth of what it is 
now. The total amount paid for missions 
the last four years is more than two and 
one-half times the total amount paid for 
missions during all the years previous to 
this period, including the year Brother F. 
J. Lee was first elected General Overseer. 

According to the statistics compiled by 
Dr. Herman C. Webber, which appeared 
in the YEARBOOK OF AMERICAN 
CHURCHES, we stand eighth place in 
finance per capita and seventh place in 
membership of all the forty holiness 
movements listed. The Church of God 
shows the greatest gains of any move- 
ment above 50,000 membership. 


The increase in new church buildings 
in the last four years has increased the 
property value almost $1,000,000.09. 
This, of course, denotes permanency -and 
determination in the ever-increasing es- 
tablishment of true worship of the old- 
time Bible doctrine, right in the face of 
all the opposition to holiness in these evil, 
troublesome days. 


We are so happy for the way our Sun- 
day Schools and Y. P. E’s are constantly 
increasing, also we thank God for our 
faithful mothers, and for their untiring 
efforts through the L. W. W. B. Surely 
God is blessing and helping us, and such 
progress can only be made through God- 
fearing, God-loving, spiritually-minded 
people, who are laboring together with

I am a minister of the Church of 
God. I am twenty-seven years old. This 
is my eleventh year in the ministry and 
I am afflicted in my body to the extent 
that if God doesn’t help me, my labors 
will soon cease. 


When I was only six years old I was 
run over by an automobile, given up to 
die, but God in His mercy spared me. I 
am suffering with a broken rib piercing 
the left lung. It has been broken twenty- 
one years. I suffer so. Last fall I was par- 
alyzed eight weeks from the trouble and 
it looked like I would never walk again. 
My arm was all drawn up, my head was 
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drawn on my shoulder, the entire left side 
of my body was helpless. God raised me 
up. Two weeks after being prayed for I 
went back to preaching. The doctor said 
there was no help for me. The rib is brok- 
en and twisted and is turned toward the 
left lung. At times it presses the lung so 
it seems I will choke and smother to 
death. Again it cuts the lung. The doctor 
said if they operated on me I would die 
instantly. Nothing could be done. My 
condition was too serious. He also said 
it was possible that during an attack I 
would pass on, there was danger of it 
causing hemorrhage of the lung. 


I have not done all that is in my heart 
to do for God. I feel my work is not fin- 
ished during this time of trouble. I really 
want to live and preach the gospel and 


feel that God is not through with me. If 
God doesn’t undertake I feel my day is 
near. I do not fear death, at times I desire 
to go, but feel my mission is not fully 
complete. Every one who reads this please 
pray a special prayer for me. Anyone feel- 
ing led of God to anoint a handkerchief 
and send to me, please do so. My home is 
in St. Petersburg, Fla. I have just arrived 
this week at Puritan Mines, W. Va. I am 
on my way to Lester, W. Va. for a re- 
vival.

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MY TRIP TO HAITI

I visited many missions and every one 
of them was full of life, victory and 
enthusiasm. Most all the missions are 
young, many of them have been estab- 
lished this year, but without exception 
they are growing fast. The people have 
had little or no chance at all for the 
gospel and when they hear that they can 
be saved they are interested and when 
they are convinced that you will not 
leave them, but will be near them to in- 
struct and encourage, they are ready to 
give their hearts to God. We tell them 
that the Church of God is here to stay. 
They cry and repent just like we do in 
America — many times staying up all 
night to pray. For some of them it takes 
a long time to get everything in their 
past life straightened out. 


Clothes are so very much needed. We 
were at the Jacmel district convention 
yesterday where there was one mission 
that could not attend because the con- 
verts did not have clothes. This does 
not mean that they did not have any- 
thing nice enough to wear. It means 
that the clothes they had were nothing 
but rags and that they could not go out 
in public. Some of them at the conven- 
tion seemed to be so happy because they 
had a new dress made out of unbleached 
muslin. Others were dressed better and 
when I would ask, ‘Where did they get 
such a nice dress?” the answer from 
Brother and Sister Kluzit would be, “Oh, 
that came in the mission clothes box you 
sent us from the States.” 


Some of you have had a part in send- 
ing clothes, others did not even know 
about it, but hundreds of dollars of old 
clothes that had become useless to us 
have been sent here and are now being 
worn by the members of the Church of 
God in Haiti. You will never know what 
it has meant to these people. It would 
be a wonderful thing if someone who 
feels called to the mission work would 
take this on his or her heart and solicit 
clothes to be sent here. Anything that 
can be worn will be appreciated. Many 
of the children have no clothes at all. 
I have seen larger ones with nothing 
more than a _ dirty apron string tied 
around their neck without another thing 
on their bodies. A waist, a shirt or, bet- 
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ter, a pair of pants, even though they 
have been worn or are old would make 
that heart so happy. At one convention 
there were only about three women who 
had hose. They wore white cotton stock- 
ings which had been darned in several 
places. It was a real sight to see these 
good folks dressed all in black with their 
white cotton stockings. You know about 
how they looked, but to be able to af- 
ford even a pair of hose here is really 
appreciated. When I think of the thou- 
sands of hose that are thrown away just 
because of a little hole in the toe or heel, 
I can’t help thinking of the great good 
they would do here in Haiti. If you or 
your church want to do a good work, 
gather up as many clothes as you can 
and send them to:

This consecrated group of mission 
workers will repack the clothes in large 
boxes and address them according to an 
agreement made by the Haitian Govern- 
ment. Especially is unbleached muslin 
needed. Maybe it is only a_ small piece 
of cloth or remnant, but it will be very 
useful. Sister Kluzit needs some cloth 
for sheets for native workers. 


We just came from a little mission 
today, located high in the mountains 
overlooking Port-au-Prince, called Fort 
Jacques. Here more than 400 were gath- 
ered for the service, although it was a 
weekday and in the morning. We arrived 
about 9 a.m., but the services had been 
going on for some time. We had to go 
on horseback—the trail was rocky and 
mountainous. As we neared the church, 
we could hear the singing as it rang over 
the hills and valleys below. It really 
thrilled one’s soul to hear the natives 
making such a joyous noise unto the 
Lord. On the hills near-by were small 
groups gathered, watching and litsening. 
The building was about 25 feet square 
and more than 244 were crowded with- 
in, while the other 164 were clapping 
their hands and singing on the outside. 

The people as a whole seem to be very 
kind and peace-loving. Especially those 
who are saved appreciate the missionaries 
who have been sent to them. It seems 
that they just love to be in your presence 
and are so humble and submissive with

One 
front page of one daily newspaper had 
the following dispatches from spots over 
the earth: “Bucharest, (Rumania) .— 
This country was gripped by panic today 
as both the Nazis and their foes brought 
pressure to bear on this Balkan country.” 
“Belgrade (Jugo-Slavia).—This country 
today was seeking a military alliance with 
Russia to stave off the possibility of a 
Nazi invasion.” “The Hague (Nether- 
lands) .—Holland today was taking every 
precautionary measure against a sudden 
blitzkreig by the mighty German mili- 
tary machine.” “Brussels (Belgium) .— 
Steps to insure her neutrality and defend 
her soil against aggression was taken by 
Belgium authorities yesterday and last 
night.” “Ankara (Turkey).—Turkey 
again declared her readiness and willing- 
ness to fight on the side of the Allies 
in the event the war zone spread to the 
Mediterranean area.” “Cairo (Egypt) .— 
The country of the Pharaohs today for 
the first time in history made ready to 
defend her borders by a complete black- 
out!” “The combined fleets of England 
and France rode at anchor in her ports 
and the Egyptian government expressed 
their determination to fight to maintain 
their integrity.” The above quotations 
denoting the unrest and perplexities of 
the various European nations are alarm- 
ing.

“The spirit of antichrist marches on 
I have had occasion to use the foregoing 
phrase many times in the past few 
months. It is very apropos again. Once 
more the Nazi forces have swooped with 
sudden and terrifying fury upon their 
neighbors. This time it was Belgium, Hol- 
land, and Luxembourg that felt the iron 
heel of Hitler’s armed forces as they 
pounced without warning upon those 
small countries. Britain and France have 
lost at every turn. Commentators say that 
“luck” is against the Allies. Men and 
brethren, it isn’t “luck” at all. The hand 
of the eternal God is still controlling 
the destinies of men and nations. The 
way must be paved for the coming of 
the superman. The midnight hour is rap- 
idly approaching. The antichrist must 
and will come. Nothing that Hitler does 
need terrify or surprise the peoples of the 
earth. Where does Mussolini stand? Where 
does Stalin of Russia stand? Where does 


Franco of Spain stand? Watch the dic- 
tators in an effort to stamp out democ- 
racy form an invincible coalition.

It was stated 
that 2,000,000 more were expected to 
die of starvation before another crop 
could be harvested. Certain it is that this 
famine was just about the worst in the 
world’s history.

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Hill Cult Again Gets Stay in Faith Killing Trial 


This headline appeared in the New 
York Sunday News of April 28, a clip- 
ping of which was sent to this office. 
The article which appeared under the 
caption was by Gordon Gaskill and paint- 
ed a very homely picture of the Church 
of God at Cedar Springs in Middle Ten- 
nessee. We quote a few of the things 
that he said: “I went to a Church of 
God prayer meeting last night in the 
middle Tennessee hills to watch forty 
sweating human beings sing praises to 
God for postponing judgment upon seven 
of their members who were accused of 
killing four infants and a grown woman. 
By the light of a single lantern and to 
the music of one guitar, they prayed in 
their cult’s unknown tongues and writhed 
in their weird holy dance. I found the 
Cedar Springs church by _ wallowing 
through lanes hub-deep in mud and by 
fording swift streams that twice drowned 
out my engine. Once the road turned 
straight up a creek for two hundred 
yards.” Many other things just as bad 
as these were said by Mr. Gaskill and 
all of them were just as untrue. We felt 
that it was necessary for us to write to 
the New York News and also to Mr. 
Gaskill and we are placing for your scru- 
tiny the letter to Mr. Gaskill in this 
issue of the Evangel, and here it is:

Dear Mr. Gaskill: 

I have just read your article in 
the Sunday News of April 28, en- 
titled HILL CULT AGAIN GETS 
STAY IN FAITH KILLING TRI- 
ALS. It happens that I have had the 
privilege of being in the community 
where the Cedar Springs church is 
located and know the surroundings 
quite well. I also know what has 
brought about all of the stir in 
those parts. I do not believe that you 
think, however, it is because some 
of those people have died without 
medical aid because many have died 
in that community and other com- 
munities with medical aid, and there 
has been nothing said about it. 

It is true, Mr. Gaskill, that those 
people are humble, country folk, but 
their intelligence is not inferior to 
the ordinary run of country people, 
and if you would think of some of 
yours in New York City, including 
those that roam the Bowery, it may 
be that they would rank, by way 
of average, higher in intelligence. 

The readers of your paper have 


a right to the news, and they have 
a right to a report on the trial of 
these people who are the objects of 
religious prejudice, but they have a 
right to know the truth and of this 
element your article is sadly lacking. 
You know that the Cedar Springs 
church is not as far in the back- 
woods as you pretend; you know 
that the road to it is not as bad as 
you claim; you know that the people 
are not as inferior as you would in- 
fer. You know also that your story 
of the meeting grossly misrepresents 
what actually took place. 

I have written to your Editor-in- 
Chief and have sent him under sep- 
arate cover quite a bit of data on 
the Church of God and I would be 
glad if you would also look it over 
and acquaint yourself with this or- 
ganization before you undertake in 
your burlesquing way to put them 
in bad light with the entire country. 

Do you ever read the Bible, Mr. 
Gaskill? Suppose you read the sec- 
ond chapter of Acts and see what 
kind of a meeting is described there. 

I wonder what kind of a report you 

would have written up on that meet- 

ing. 

We have heretofore received the 
finest of cooperation from the press 
and I would be glad to give you the 
names of editors all over the coun- 
try for reference. Our people are 
well thought of everywhere they are 
known. We hope you will see the 
error of your way and conform 
more closely to truth and right in 
your future reports. — Yours very 
truly, E. L. Simmons, Editor. 

For the information of our readers, 
the Church of God at Cedar Springs is 
in a community which is predominantly 
populated with members of a church 
that does not believe in a heartfelt r2- 
ligion. The Church of God there, which 
is a very flourishing church, is made up 
principally of those who were one time 
members of that church, but who have 
found out that they can really have old 
time, heartfelt religion, and are enjoy- 
ing that experience. The whole affair has 
grown out of a religious prejudice on the 
part of many of those who have tried con- 
tinuously to break up the Church of God 
services and failed. God has undertaken 
and blessed the little church and we be- 
lieve that He will undertake for those 
who are now on trial. The case was not 
brought to trial at the last term of 
court, but has been put off until Sep- 
tember.

Question: In the 12th chapter of He- 
brews does the chastening mean trials 
which finish our faith, as he said in verse 
2 and as given in the preceding chapter? 
—L. S. 

Answer: The chastening of the Lord is 
a rebuke from Him. It may come to us 
from others, and even though it may be 
that they are doing wrong, God uses it 
to our benefit, that we may correct such 
mistakes as we have made and learn to 
obey Him more fully and walk more 
closely after His counsel. Such a chasten- 
ing which may come for our mistakes 
will only drive us closer to God if we are 
His sons, and in this we know that God 
loves us for if He paid no attention to 
our mistakes His love would not be 
shown. Verse 7 clarifies the matter, “‘For 
what son is he whom the father chasten- 
eth not?” So all of God’s children are 
chastened for their mistakes and many of 
those things that come upon us as trials 
of our faith come because of our mistakes. 

Question: Please explain how John the 
Baptist got his name?—C. P. 

Answer: There is only one answer to 
this question. John the Baptist got his 
name by being a baptizer and not because 
of any church affiliation. He was a bap- 
tist because he baptized. 
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spiritual life, his humility, his yielding 
all to God and his boldness to take the 
lead, not only in standing for the truth, 
but also insisting that the Holy Ghost 
must be given right of way.

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HELL AND HADES or 
WHERE ARE THE DEAD 
(Continued from page 3) 
if we can find out where Jesus went that 
day of His DEATH and where He said 
He would meet the THIEF on the cross, 
we shall know where the place called 
PARADISE is. Read Acts 2:25-31. Da- 
vid is quoted here as saying, “Because 
thou wilt not leave my SOUL in HELL 
(HADES), neither wilt thou suffer thine 
holy one to see corruption.” Now the 
Word of God says that Jesus descended 
into HADES though He did not remain 
there. So we have located PARADISE 
in HADES. It corresponds to the place 
where we find Lazarus and Abraham in 

Luke, 16th chapter. 
PARADISE MOVED 
Now turn to 2 Cor. 12:3, 4 and read. 
Here Paul says that this man _ possibly 
himself was caught “up into PARA- 
DISE”’ at the cross. Paradise was in HA- 
DES. There must have been a change in 
the location of Paradise some time be- 
tween the cross and 2 Cor. 12. Paradise 
is moved from below to HEAVEN. This 
is how David cries out in Psa. 16: 9, 10. 
When and how did this transfer take 
place? Eph. 4:8-10 gives the answer. Je- 
sus first descended into the lower parts 
of the earth, then ascended up far above 
all heavens, etc. This was His mission 
then when He went to preach “unto the 
spirits that were in prison.” 1 Peter 3: 
18, 19. When did He ascend? On that 
first Easter Day. In John 20 Jesus for- 
bids Mary to touch Him for He was not 
yet ascended to the Father. Yet on that 
same Easter evening He invites the dis- 
ciples to handle Him and see that He 
is not a spirit, while in the morning He 
forbade Mary to touch Him. Something 
had happened during that day. He had 
ascended to the Father. He had led CAP- 
TIVITY captive, released the saints in 
HADES and transferred them to PARA- 
DISE above. So now the only occupants 
that are left in HADES are the LOST 
and the SAVED SIDE has been emptied 
by the removal of PARADISE to HEAV- 
EN. Since then all the SAINTS at death 
go to PARADISE above and the WICK- 
ED are cast down to HADES. 
WHERE IS HADES 
Where is this place? In Eph. 4:9 we 
are told that it is in the lower parts of 
the earth. Somewhere in the heart of 
the earth there is a BURNING where 
the souls of the damned are kept till 
the judgment at the great white throne, 
when they will be resurrected and cast, 
BODY and SOUL, into HELL. Science 
tells us that the CORE of the earth is 
a POOL of FIRE and now and then we 
see THE SAFETY VALVE OF HADES 
in the terrific volcanic eruptions where 
TONS and TONS of molten matter are 
belched forth upon the surface. The lo- 
cation of HADES then is in the LOW- 
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ER PARTS OF THE EARTH. That is 
where Jesus went when He brought de- 
liverance to the SAINTS and led them 
forth in triumph on that first Easter 
Day. Here then is the resume of this 
first part, under the Old Dispensations 
HADES was the place where all the souls 
of men went at death, a place of con- 
sciousness and memory. At the resurrec- 
tion of Christ the saints were released 
because the price was paid in full and 
transferred to glory above, and are await- 
ing the first resurrection when they will 
be joined with their glorified, resurrect- 
ed bodies, to be forever with the Lord. 
The lost remain in HADES, in the place 
of torment, till we see them come forth 
at the judgment of the wicked dead. 


HELL 

Now for the scriptures on HELL. 
The word “hell” is used only twelve 
times in the Bible, and all these in the 
New Testament. It is very remarkable 
that in all but one of the places where 
it is mentioned it is used by the Savior 
Himself. The one exception is in James 
3:6 where James is speaking concerning 
the gossipers, and he likens their 
TONGUE to the fires of HELL. The 
word for “hell” in the Greek is “gehen- 
na,” a word derived from “hinnom,” and 
in its earliest setting referred to the Valley 
of Hinnom where human sacrifices were 
to be made. It was a valley where SONS 
and DAUGHTERS were offered by 
FIRE to the GODS. See 2 Chron. 33:6; 
Jer. 7:31. Later it was associated with the 
valley outside Jerusalem where refuse of 
the city was dumped. Here thousands 
of sacrifices were thrown and the hot 
Oriental sun rotted them. A fire was 
always kept burning and the whole mass 
not burning was teeming with WORMS 
and corruption. A stench rose up day 
and night from the putrid mass. This 
place is used as a figure of the future 
place of the DAMNED. You say it is 
only a figure, then how terrible must 
be the reality. Jesus called it the place 
where the fire never goes out and the 
worm never dies, a place of eternal tor- 
ment and woe. It will be forever and 
ever. 

THE PURPOSE OF HELL 

Hell was never made for man. That 
adds to the terribleness of it for man 
will be cast into a place not made for 
him but it was made for DEVILS. Je- 
sus at the judgment of nations, Matt. 25, 
will say to them on the left hand, “De- 
part from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
FIRE prepared for the DEVIL and his 
ANGELS.” Gen. 1:1 says, “In the be- 
ginning God created the heavens and 
the earth.” No mention is made here 
of HELL. There was yet no sin, hence 
no need for HELL. At some time 
later HELL was prepared for the DEVIL 
and his ANGELS. They sinned first and 


HELL was made for them but into it 
shall all SINNERS be cast. 

FALSE PROPHET AND THE 

BEAST FIRST OCCUPANTS 

There were TWO MEN in the Old 
Testament who went to HEAVEN with- 
out dying. They were Enoch and Elijah. 
So there are TWO INDIVIDUALS who 
shall be cast into HELL without 
dying. They are described as the BEAST 
and the FALSE PROPHET of Rev. 19. 
These BOTH were cast ALIVE into the 
LAKE of FIRE burning them with brim- 
stone. Then a thousand years later Satan 
who had been bound in the PIT (not 
hell) is also thrown into HELL. “And 
the DEVIL that deceived them was cast 
into a LAKE of fire and brimstone where 
the BEAST and the FALSE PROPHET 
are and shall be tormented day and night 
forever and ever.” Rev. 20:10. Then fol- 
lows the great white throne judgment. 
Nothing could be plainer than what 
God’s Word says about the subject of 
HELL and HADES. Where then, my 
dear reader, is the destiny of your soul? 
Have you found the peace of God? If 
death should overtake you, where would 
your soul go? Your body would go to 
dust but your soul, your real self, would 
it go up to PARADISE in GLORY or 
would your soul be consigned to the 
lower parts of the earth in awful tor- 
ment and agony until the judgment of 
the wicked dead, then to be taken from 
HADES and united with your body to 
be cast into a place a thousand times 
worse; namely, HELL, in the place where 
the devil and his angels will be your 
companions forever and ever? Oh, an- 
swer the question today! The price was 
paid by Jesus. He descended into the 
lower parts of the earth. He felt the 
pangs of your sins. ““Come now, let us 
reason together: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be like wool.” “He that heareth 
my word and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into judgment but is passed from 
death unto life.” 

May God give you grace to accept 
Him. May He use this message to cause 
you to seek refuge in Him who alone 
is able to save. Amen.

you all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” But this scripture signi- 
fies that certain things have to be known 
before they will be brought to remem- 
brance. The idea that men need no teach- 
er other than the direct teaching of the 
Holy Ghost is certainly erroneous, for ac- 
cording to Eph. 4:11 pastors and teachers 
are set in the Church. If there were no 
need for human instrumentality as teach- 
ers, such a passage would not have ap- 
peared in our Bible. 

A recent letter called to our attention 
reads, “I have been saved three years and 
filled with the good Holy Ghost for over 
two years, and I am thankful I never 
needed any other teacher.” The writer 
further states, “I'll tell you what we need 
is not a library,” etc., and in his continu- 
ation this young man condemns all books 
except the Bible and continuing his let- 
ter he brands all other books than the 
Bible “books of lies.” It must be remem- 
bered that the Bible is not a school book 
and that we had to learn to read from 
other books before we could read the 
Bible, that we acquired knowledge con- 
cerning many other things which the 
Bible does not give. The Bible is that 
spiritual Book of life. The Spirit of God 
Himself directs our spiritual life in ac- 
cordance with that Book but nowhere in 
the Bible are men justified in ignorance. 
I am reminded of a convention of a non- 
progressive church held many years ago 
back in the mountains of Kentucky in 
which a preacher who led in _ prayer 
prayed in substance as follows: “Lord, we 
thank thee that we have never rubbed our 
backs against a college wall. Lord, we 
thank you that we have never seen a col- 
lege. Lord, we thank you because we are 
ignorant. O God, make us more ignor- 
ant.” Such a prayer certainly is not in 
line with the teachings of the Word of 
God. The Apostle Paul, who was himself 
a scholar, a literary genius, said to the 
young man Timothy, “Study to shew 
thyself approved unto God.” Then again 
in that good government that God has 
designed should be in His Church, we are 
told in 1 Corinthians 12:28 that God has 
set in it helps, so we conclude that God’s 
Word is first, that His Spirit will direct 


us as we study in accordance with His 
Word and submit to teachers that are 
placed in His body for the purpose of im- 
parting instructions, and that we should 
accept all those things which are real 
helps to us as coming from and belong- 
ing to God.

a kind of indescribable appealing look in 
their eyes. Many times as they are pass- 
ing by, they will stop near you; they 
will not stare, but will glance at you 
occasionally, as if they longed to be in 
your presence but did not want to in- 
trude. The children have a very pleasant 
look with their eyes sparkling and a 
slight smile on their face; especially when 
they are singing, they look so pleasant and 
happy. But because of the hard and 
strenuous work which they begin at five 
or six years of age they soon become 
worn and their bodies broken. Most of 
them even before they become thirty 
years of age have completely lost their 
health or have passed on into eternity. 

Salvation of course has made a great 
change in their lives and has brought 
peace and joy which they never knew 
anything about before. The great mass- 
es have no joy, no peace, no happiness 
and no song—only those who are saved 
sing. Some others who attend the serv- 
ices are learning to sing and do try to 
take a part. It was a great day for Haiti 
when the Church of God was established 
here. Hundreds have received the bless- 
ing but there are still millions who know 
nothing about this great experience. This 
is a ripe field. There is an open door. The 
door of the gospel has been closed in 
many countries. We know not how soon 
it may close here. Now is the time for 
us to push the work with all our might.
